Central Police Station, they confessed that they were under 
instructions from the Japanese, who had paid them to pro- 
ceed to a certain house in the Settlement and collect a num- 


ber of bombs which were to be used to create disturbances

JAPANESE EMBARRASSED 


At one of the most dramatic 
press conferences ever witness- 
ed in Shanghai, Japanese spokes- 
men tried this afternoon the 
best they could to answer a bar- 
rage of questions by correspon- 
dents regarding the Intest inci- 
dents in Shanghai. 


For the first time since the 
press conference system was in- 
stituted, Colonel Unmada, the 
Chief of the Publicity Depart- 
ment of the Japanese Armies in 
China, and the Commander of 
the Special Service Section of 
the Japanese Army in Shanghai, 
was present, 

The spokesmen’s embarrass- 
ment in ‘the face of question 
after question was almost pain- 
ful. They looked out of the 
window as if ‘hopeful that in- 
spiration would thereby come 

- from the sky.

Finally, the Japanese were 
asked to reply toa definite ques- 
tion, namely, that if the Special 
Service Section men had com- 
mitted the acts of which they 
were accused, could the Japan- 
ese military state that they had 
been given no orders to commit 
such acts by the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities? 

Colonel! Hamada: “It can be 
definitely stated that no orders 
to commit such acts as describ- 
ed were given by the Japanese 
authorities.” :

Now this is not due to eruelty 
nor the wish to feel “superior,” 
but to something rather like the 
opposite, Ever since man dijacov- 
ered; an the result of eating a 
particularly indigestible apple that 
he was a separate individual and 
largely independent of everyone 
around him, he bas been troubled 
by a fcnse, mainly sub-conscious. 
of inolation and insecurity. Its 
fashionable name is Inferiority 
Complex. 

Hin casential loneliness makes 
him wish he were strony, dignified 
and self-sufficient, but he jy for 
ever discovering that he ia not. So 
when he sees someone else making. 
an incompetent fool of himeelf he 
feels comforted by comradeship, 
and his huge gasp of relicf is what 
we call a laugh. 

Humour comes roughly 
three headings—farce, » wit

sntire. Farce includes all that is 
implied by the banana skin, man 
in an incongruous situation. Second 
in popularity 1s wit, Ita popuhar 
expreasion {8 backehat, by which 
the commonplace man scores of a 
mental or physical superior, thus 
proving that the battle fx not ale 
ways to the atrong. It in the hum- 
orous exprension of the Iegend of 
Jack-the-Glant-killer. 

Satire is humour in its ageres- 
sive form, and is a form of pro- 
paganda, It isa the means by 
which a man who thinks . he’s 


is a puzzling phenomenon of Enx- 
lish humour, The English un- 
doubtedly have i slrongly ironi¢ 
attitude to public affairs, particu- 
larly to Parlinmentary politics. 
But the jokes nbout the politivian 
nre literally standing jokes: they 
never change, nor emerge from 
their original chestnut form. They 
remain abstract and are seldom 
relnted to specific persons oF 
events. |

Broadly speaking, the diatine- 
tive characteristic of English 'hum- 
our is that it is predominantly 
personal and domestic. In this 
it contrasts. with that of other 
nations, for example, America, 
which allows more scope for play 
upon abstract ideas and public 
affairs, and is more sntiricnl. 

The comparative Inck of satire 
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-|ficanco of our traditional 


than public institutions, they real- 
ly do belicve in representative 
government and resent the viola- 
ton of that principle. 

It appears to be true, as G. K. 
Cheaterton once said, that the 
English tradition, is one of popu- 
lar jovinlity rather {hun popular 
justice: of riot rather than re- 
volt. This may be explained part- 
ly by that insistently personal ele- 
ment in English humour. For the 
English are always inclined to live 
on Ihughter as a daily fool, rather 
than use it as a weapon. . 

A certain kindlinesa or senti- 
mentality impels them, even, in 
attack, to prefer fun to satire — 
the bladder of wit rather than 
the bludgeon, Observe Low's car- 
toons::he generally presents his 
enemies as comic rather than 
wicked. and only succeeds in 
making them likeable. It is hard 
to fcc) anti-militaristic while he is 
making us all love Blimp. 

It is true that first-rate comic 
satire on current ideas is always 
with us. Our fathers had Gilbert- 
nnd-Sullivan, and to-day the run- 
ning’ commentaries of men like 
Wyndham Lewis, with their rich 
combination of wit, slapstick and 
ratire, continually rise to Gilber- 
tinh level. But their work is not 
strictly “popular.” They deal in 
idens and are suspected — of being 
highbrow. 

Thia brings us back to that dis- 
tInctive personal and domestic 
note, More that other people, the 
English are self-conscious, most 
concerned with personal behaviour 
and gocial status, and most afraid 
of appearing undignified, ilt-man- 
nered and (one must confess) poor, 
Thus their sense of the incon- 
gruous is fed most commonly on 
the spectacle of people breaking 
the rules, and the history of our 
humour, In literature and drama, 
is a long list of richly eccentric 
personalities. 

This figure of the Eccentric 
Man, comic rather than grotesque, 
and generally distinguished by 
wenring some distinctive dress, is 
a peculiarly English erention. His 
function {s to give colour to com- 
mon experlence rather than to in- 
vent new forms of it. He repre- 
rents Character rather than Ideas. 
We shall understand the signi- 
Funny 
Man if we remomber that the 
English are shy of ideas ‘but ter- 
ribly concerned about behaviour 
nnd clothes. And we shall un- 
doratand it better if we contrast 
it with that of other countrics, 


where a common form of burlesque ples. 


tg the figure of o deliberately or- 
dinary man, normal in appearance 
and specch, who stands inconspi- 
cuously before the audience and 
comments upon things in general. 
eo te a 

In spite of forcign Influence, wo 
atill cling to our porsonal and 
domestic tradition, which fs based 
on tho fouy classic symbols: _ the 
kipper, tho mother-in-law, the lod- 


ger and the red nose. 

These, or variants of them, e&x- 
press the Englishman's reaction to 
the normalities of life. True, all 
nations Jnugh at the mother-in-law, 
for all men are afraid of her. But 
the lodger plays a major part 
with us, for industrialiam has 
broken up the English home, and 
the lodger, or Third Party Inter- 
est, in & regrettable economic 
necessity. In other countries the 
trinnele dramn takes other forms. 

The kipper is as symbolically 
English as cricket. We joke 
about it because it is a substitute 
for something ‘better, and it 
‘touches our domestic ‘pride. The 
Frenchman, with his more realis- 
tie attitude to the material basis 
of civilisation, can sce nothing 
funny inn kipper. He Is {oo as- 
tronomically resotirceful to rely on 
a single standby. The social re- 
volution which gave him back his 
land has left him still master of 
hia menu, and when it comen to 
a kipper he can take it or leave it. 

But the industrial revolution, 
which took our land from us, has 
disorganised our commissariat, 
and the kipper Is forced upon us. 
So it is with o humorous gesture 
of apology to the world for the 
Hmitations of our cuigine that we 
ait down, not without 
consume the two-eyed’ stenk of 
shame. 

The normal development of Eng- 
Mah humour is temporarily threat- 
ened by the American invasion. 
Our people are showing a fatal 
attraction for the: American idiom 
in speech, which {6 
their temperament. The effect can 
be seen by any simple example. 
Note, for instance, the difference 
in tone betayeen our old native 
“Yus, 1 don't think,” and the 
newly-imported .“Oh, yenh?” The 
former is gently ironic. “Oh, 
yenh?” is nothing but 2 snarl, It 
is frankly aggressive and sounds 
like the beginning of 4 cat-fight. 

The American idiom is larecly 
the expression of an ugly patholo- 
gicn] condition which at present 
colours American life—the cult of 
“toughness.” It seems to be due 
to some sort of neurotic obsession 
with masculinity. Briefly describ- 
ed, it is ns if the American male 
gocs about in perpetual fear of be- 
ing thought a “‘sissy.” ? 

+ * ° 

Our chief hope that our humour 
may be saved from irreparable 
harm comes from_ that kind of 
humour of which P. G. Wodchouse 
is the greategt literary exponent. 

Wodchouse is typlcally English 
in his use of that kindly fantasy 
that makes fools lovable and cov- 
ers n multitude df sins. When 
moved to attack anything, he fol- 
lown the tradition of English 
comic satire at its best. - 

But he is chlofly significant’ to 
this‘ isnue becnuse he writes about 
both countries and, looking at 
‘America through English eyes, de- 
fends us from Americanism = by 
turning it into an English joke. 

His effects are nchfeved less by 
the farcical distortion of. reality 
than by the perfection of a Hter- 
ary style, in which the American 
languages is used to the enrich- 
ment of our own The result in 
the most hopeful, indication we 
have yet had of the possibility of 
that desirable consummation—“the 
unton of the English-speaking peo- 
” ‘ . 

It is o pity that we should need 
Wodchouso as a buffer State. But 
there is a certain decline in jolli- 
ness among the ‘English just now, 
which makes them suaceptible. to 
a slightly acrid forolgn humour. 
Current talk about the “lack of 
English humorlsts to-day” ia justi- 
flable, but they will turn up 
right when the English are ready 
for thom. ‘

“Very few of the men-folk remain 
at home, Most of them work away, 
some in steamers, Hke the Empress 
of Canada and the Empresa of Asin, 
nnd others. in Hong ‘Kong and 
Canton, The ficld ‘and domestic 
work ix done by the women-folk, who 
are taught agriculture and hygiene 
by the village elders, 


VALUE OF LAND

are on agricultural peopte, ond tney 
love their land “ney have an 
xxecutive Council which controls ull 
the Innd In the village, Among the 
many rules drawn up ia one whicn 
forbids the sule of taud in Tat Lo 
Teai to any outsider witless approved 
by the Council. 

“Kwong Put, the village-school of 
Tai Po ‘Tsui, prides Itself as ona of 
the finest of its kind in the New Ter- 
ritorics, with its hard-working school- 
master, Mr. Liu Cheuk-wing’ and 
itty pupits. Here in this villgge, no 
boy or girl, 6 yeurs old or over, is 
allowed to slay at home or idle away 
his or her tlme. If a boy or girl 1s 
loo poor to pay the fees, the rela- 
tives Join together und contributcs 
towards his or her education. . Here, 
in this small school, Kwong Pui, 
which literally’ means, “popula 
education,” the pupils are-taught not 
only the three “R’s.”, but also prac- 
ticul modern agriculture and farm- 
ing. Recently, with the formation 
of the new Boy Scout Troop, the 
boys have been taught uscfal handi- 
erafts and simple colloquial English 
by their energetic Assiatant Scout- 
master, Mr. Ho. Wah-hing, who 
comes from Hdng Kong to tench them 
every week-end. 

The now Scout Troop of 8 boys, 
forming tho frat patro!, was invest- 
ed in the presence of a Jargo gather- 
ing of villagors, Scouts and Rovers 
from the Colony, on Sunday, June 
26th.

After fifteen years of “gingering” 
au people quicker at jumping to 
conclusions than at jumping — to 
attention, he must put them 
through the “Passo Romano” -—- 
goose-step,—a feat of drill-ser- 
genntry at which the gai 
ping “rquadristi® of the m 
on Rome would have gasped, The 
leader of youth has in one yen- 
eration put his swarms of Aricls 
and ibans in top-buota, and 
they are standing it.

Your refrigerator is 
thus kept much colder all 
the time, with a consequent 
reduction in ice usage, 
DON'T crowd out your 
ice chamber with bottles, 
Hutter ete. You will find 
that if your Coolerator is 
used as directed ubove, 
there is no need to place 
anything directly on top, or 
on the side of the ice. 
DON’T place’ bottles — of 
freshly boiled water or hot 
dishes in the refrigerator. 
After boiling your drinking 
water, allow the bottles to 
stand for at least two hours 
in the open to let them cool 
down. 
DON’T Iet the inside of 
your refrigerator become 
dirty. The interior is coat- 
ed with white Dulux, and 
may easily be cleaned with 
a damp rag.
